U.N. to Weigh Elections for Iraq 


UNITED NATIONS I U.N. Secretary General 
Kofi Annan promised U.S. and Iraqi leaders 
Monday he would weigh their request to send 
a U.N. team to study if Iraq could have quick, 
direct elections for a new legislature. 

Annan, who stressed that security of U.N. 
staff would be paramount, gave indications he 
was leaning toward approving the request. 

The United Nations is essentially being 
asked to help resolve an argument between 
the Bush administration and Iraq’s most 
prominent Shiite leader. Ayatollah Ali al- 
Husseini al-Sistani, who has demanded 


direct elections to choose a provisional 
government by June 30. 

The coalition wants to keep to a handover 
plan dating from Nov. 15, which calls for cau- 
cuses to choose a provisional assembly. 

Agreeing to al-Sistani’s request would 
essentially mean holding the direct elec- 
tions by May, and Annan has said repeat- 
edly it doesn’t appear that would give enough 
time to prepare for a fair vote. 

Annan said he hoped for a speedy deci- 
sion. Experts were expected to start technical 
talks later Monday, edith m. lederer (ap)

Popular for war on terror, 
he lags on domestic issues 

WASHINGTON I President Bush delivers his 
State of the Union Address on Tuesday to an 
American public that has become broadly dis- 
satisfied with his domestic agenda, according 
to a new Washington Post-ABC News poll. 

The survey found that Bush continues to 
enjoy a huge advantage over Democrats on 
matters of national security, besting them 
by 2-to-l in the fight against terrorism and 
by nearly as broad a margin on his handling 
of the conflict in Iraq. But 
while Bush retains the 
support of nearly six in 
10 Americans, the pub- 
lic believes Democrats 
would do a better job on 
a full range of domestic 
issues, such as the econo- 
my, prescription drugs for 
the elderly, health insurance. Medicare, the 
budget deficit, immigration and taxes. And 
Bush has lost the advantage on education 
policy he once enjoyed. 

As a result. Bush finds himself in a statisti- 
cal dead heat with the opposition nine months 
before the election. When matched against a 
generic Democratic presidential candidate. 
Bush narrowly wins, 48 percent to 46 percent. 
On the question of who is trusted to handle 
the nation’s major problems. Bush is roughly 
even with Democrats, 45 percent to 44 per- 
cent — down from an 18 -point advantage 
Bush enjoyed nine months ago. richardmorin

Democrats Wage Four-Way Fight 


Race tightens heading into Iowa’s caucuses

DECONSTRUCTING THE CAUCUS 

Iowa’s system of selecting delegates is a bit more tricky than a standard 
cast-your-ballots primary, emphasizing voter turnout above all else. 


DES MOINES, IOWA | lowa’s caucus 
campaign drew to a close Monday 
night as four Democratic candidates 
made a push for victory in the sus- 
penseful opening act of the 2004 
presidential election. 

In the closest Iowa contest since 
1988, former Gov. Howard Dean 
of Vermont, Sen. John Edwards of 
North Carolina, Rep. Dick Gephardt 
of Missouri and Sen. John Kerry of 
Massachusetts fought for the state’s 
45 delegates — out of 2,162 needed 
to claim the nomination — and for 
momentum in New Hampshire’s 
primary eight days later. 

“We all face the same test 
here,” Gephardt said before vot- 
ing began. “Everybody’s got to do 
well or win.” 

Dean, calling himself “ripping, 
roaring, ready to go,” hoped to retain 
his credentials as front-runner for 
the nomination even as polls in Iowa 
showed a four-way statistical tie. 

“We are not going to be stopped 
until the right wing is out of power,” 
Dean told campaign workers 
jammed into his state headquar- 
ters Monday morning. 

lowa’s caucuses, a neigh- 


bor- debating- neighbor staple of 
American politics, begin the march 
to the Democratic presidential con- 
vention in Boston and the fall cam- 
paign against President Bush. 

Dean needs a victory to quiet 
questions about his viability. 
Gephardt, winner of the 1988 cau- 
cuses, would be unlikely to continue 
his campaign if defeated here. 

Expectations were lower for 
Edwards and Kerry, but they need 
a solid showing to gain momentum 
for the New Hampshire primary and 
the seven-state follow-up Feb. 3. 

In their caucuses, local Democrats 
elect county convention delegates, 
reflecting their presidential prefer- 
ences, then discuss platform issues 
and elect precinct leaders. The pro- 
cess favors candidates with broad 
organizations that reach into each 
of the state’s 99 counties. 

After Iowa and New Hampshire, 
Democrats turn their attention to 
an unprecedented rush of prima- 
ries starting Feb. 3. Democratic 
leaders designed the front-loaded 
calendar in hopes of having a pre- 
sumptive nominee by mid-March.

President’s initiative 
earmarks $120 million 
for job-training efforts 

WASHINGTON | In his State of the 
Union address. President Bush is 
expected to propose new job-train- 
ing grants for community colleges 
to help prepare American workers 
for today’s economy — a key issue in 
November’s presidential election. 

In his address to Congress and 
the nation Tuesday night. Bush plans 
to announce at least $120 million in 
grants, administered by the Labor 
Department, to enhance work force 
training programs at community col- 
leges, education officials said Sunday. 

The president is expected to 
expand on the plan in a speech 
Wednesday at Owens Community

King’s Widow Calls for Peace 


Coretta Scott King 
asks for election free 
of political acrimony 

ATLANTA | The Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr.’s widow called Monday for 
an end to acrimony in politics as 
Americans paused to commemo- 
rate the slain civil rights leader. 

Coretta Scott King talked last 
year about avoiding war in Iraq, 
and her plea returned this year. 
“Peaceful ends can only be reached 
through peaceful means,” she said 
in her annual King Day address. 


But this year, with the presiden- 
tial contest looming, Mrs. King also 
talked about peace at home. 

“The noblest goal is not conquest 
of enemies but reconciliation with 
adversaries. We must remember in 
this election year that Republicans 
and Democrats, conservatives and 
liberals, we are all sisters and broth- 
ers,” she said. 

The audience at Ebenezer 
Baptist Church, where King 
preached until his assassination 
in 1968, included King’s chil- 
dren, sister and other dignitaries. 
Hymns were led by the chorus from 


Morehouse College, King’s Atlanta 
alma mater. 

The service was missing the 
discord that befell Martin Luther 
King Jr.’s actual birthday last week, 
when hundreds protested President 
Bush’s visit to King’s tomb. 

Beating drums and chanting, 
“Peace, not war; that’s what Martin 
stood for,” many of the protesters 
said Bush’s policies on the Iraq war, 
affirmative action and social ser- 
vice funding directly contradicted 
King’s legacy.

PLANO, TEXAS | Conservative Epis- 
copalians opposed to a gay bishop’s 
consecration and other liberal trends 
opened a two-day meeting Monday 
to establish a “church within a 
church” — a move that could pose 
a serious threat to the denomination. 

The closed- door meeting of the 
Network of Anglican Communion 
Dioceses and Parishes involves rep- 
resentatives from 12 dioceses with 
235,000 members, or a 10th of the 
country’s Episcopalians. 

“You’ve never had this many dio- 
ceses rallying to say a massive cor- 
porate mistake has been made,” said 
Canon Kendall Harmon, a South 
Carolina delegate. 


Delegates will adopt an organi- 
zational charter, elect leaders and 
debate how to help conservative par- 
ishes in liberal dioceses. Planners 
insisted the network is not a break- 
away denomination or schism. 

The Episcopal Church is the U.S. 
branch of the international Anglican 
Communion, consisting of denomi- 
nations that stem from the Church 
of England. 

Many Anglican churches around 
the world have denounced or broken 
fellowship with the Episcopal Church 
over its November consecration of 
New Hampshire’s V. Gene Robinson, 
who has lived for years with a gay

Rabin Assassin Will Not Be 
Allowed to Marry Woman 

Israel’s Prisons Authority said Mon- 
day it would refuse any request by 
Yitzhak Rabin’s assassin to marry a 
woman who has been visiting him 
in prison for several years.

A meeting of 100,000 anti-global- 
ization activists was overshadowed 
by allegations that a South African 
judge raped a fellow attendee. The 
alleged crime disturbed delegates 
at the six- day annual World Social 
Forum, where the subject of wom- 
en’s rights is a key focus. Serajuddin 
Desai, 53, a senior judge in the Cape 
Town High Court, is accused of rap- 
ing a 27-year- old South African 
woman, an AIDS activist, in his 
hotel room on Saturday night. He 
denied any wrongdoing, (ap)

U.N. Food Aid Cut Off Due to 
Lack of Funds, Official Says 

The World Food Program has 
been forced to cut off food aid to 
2.7 million North Korean women 
and children during the height of the 
country’s harsh winter because of a 
lack of foreign donations, an agency 
spokesman said Monday. The U.N. 
agency received new promises of aid 
from the United States, European 
Union and Australia, but those sup- 
plies could take up to three months 
to arrive, the spokesman said, (ap)

Court Orders Evaluation of 
Official’s Killer, Delays Trial 

The confessed killer of Foreign 
Minister Anna Lindh will undergo 
a psychiatric evaluation, a Swedish 
court ruled Monday as it rejected 
an emotional plea for his release. 
The Stockholm district court said 
there was “convincing evidence” 
to back prosecutors’ claims that 
Mijailo Mijailovic intended to kill 
Lindh when he knifed her Sept. 10. 
But it postponed a verdict in the case 
for at least four weeks until after the

Iraqis Welcome 
Japanese Forces 


Troops in conflict zone 
for the first time since 
endofWorldWarll 

SAMAWAH, IRAQ I Japanese soldiers 
entered a conflict zone Monday for 
the first time since World War II, 
crossing into Iraq on a humanitar- 
ian mission that has stirred contro- 
versy at home while raising great 
expectations among Iraqis. 

The 30 -member Japanese engi- 
neering and water purification unit, 
escorted by Dutch troops, moved 
out from a U.S. military base in 
the Kuwaiti desert at midday and 
arrived after sundown at the Dutch 
garrison at Camp Smitty, about 140 
miles south of Baghdad. When fully 
deployed by March, the 1,000- 
strong Japanese contingent will 


carry arms for self-protection but 
their role will be noncombatant. 

The mission has met with wide- 
spread opposition in Japan, where 
the atomic bombings of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki serve as horrify- 
ing reminders of the devastation 
wrought by war. 

Many here, however, are count- 
ing on the troops to put an end to 
the constant power outages and 
sanitation problems. The manag- 
er of a mosque, Karim Mohammad 
Ali, said he would ordinarily oppose

U.S. says 5 militants 
were killed in airstrike 
in lawless provinee 

KANDAHAR, AFGHANISTAN I AUS. air 
raid in southern Afghanistan killed 
11 villagers, including four children, 
Afghan officials said Monday. 

Abdul Rahman, a district chief 
in the insurgency-plagued Uruzgan 
province, said the attack occurred 
Sunday in Saghatho, where he said 
U.S. forces hunting for insurgents 
had made several arrests. “They 
were simple villagers, they were 
not Taliban,” he said. 

Lt. Col. Bryan Hilferty, a U.S. 
military spokesman, said a war- 
plane killed five armed militants 
north of Deh Rawood, but had no 
word of any civilian casualties. 
Saghatho is 25 miles north of Deh 
Rawood. 

Sunday’s incident came as U.S. 
commanders and Afghan officials 
hunt for Taliban and al Qaeda sus- 
pects in the lawless south and east. 
The difficulty was highlighted anew 
by a bold daylight raid Sunday on 
the military base in Deh Rawood 
that injured three U.S. soldiers. One 
attacker was killed when the troops 
returned fire, noorkhan(ap) 


MADRID, SPAIN I A court ruling ear- 
lier this month requiring the owner 
of a brothel to pay social security for 
women who worked there as prosti- 
tutes is rekindling debate in Spain 
about a lucrative industry. 

Prostitution generates some $22 
billion a year in unreported income, 
according to one report. By taxing 
prostitution, Spain’s government 
could earn $3.7 billion. 

Brothels advertising themselves 
as “clubs” are common sights along 
Spanish highways. But the industry is 
not formally regulated, critics say. 

“Rather than regulating this 
profession, we should be working 
at opening up alternative job pos- 
sibilities for these women,” said one 
activist. There are between 300,000 
and 400,000 prostitutes in Spain, of 
whom about 80 percent are undoc- 
umented immigrants, (ap)

WAS H I N GTO N I Voters in Washington 
maybe asked in November to decide 
whether Mayor Anthony A. Williams 
should continue in office. 

Organizers of an effort to place 
a recall initiative on the ballot are 
expected to file the required paper- 
work Tuesday for a petition drive 
in support of their proposed ref- 
erendum. 

“This guy does not care about 
people or any people’s issues,” said 
Barbara Lett Simmons, one of the 
leaders of the recall effort. 

Simmons cited Williams’s deci- 
sion to close D.C. General Hospital 
and his support of school vouchers as 
two major reasons for the recall. 

The mayor said he would meet 
with backers of the recall effort to 
discuss their concerns. “A recall really 
isn’t warranted, and we’re just bring- 
ing unnecessary negative publicity 
to our city,” said Williams. 

The law requires 37,000 signa- 
tures for the measure to be placed 
on the ballot. Simmons said she 
has 600 volunteers who hope to 
collect 51,000 signatures, in case 
any signatures are challenged or 
invalidated, derrillholly(ap)

I AU Student Killed, 4

WASHINGTON | A 20-year-old 
British man was killed Sunday 
night after a car carrying the son 
of the Kenyan ambassador was hit 
from behind by a drunken driver, 
authorities said.

American University students trav- 
eling in the Buick Riviera when it 
was hit by a Subaru Outback at the 
Intersection ofWisconsin Avenue and 
Edmunds Street, NW, police said. 

Burr died at George Washington 
University Hospital, said D.C. police 


spokesman Sgt. Joe Gentile. The 
other students in the car suffered 
non life-threatening injuries. 

The driver of the Subaru, Shelly 
Wentworth, was charged with driv- 
ing while intoxicated and involuntary 
manslaughter. She was released on 
bond Monday and ordered to observe 
a curfew, not to drink or drive and to 
undergo alcohol testing and counsel- 
ing. Her trial was set for Feb. 6.

I’d really like your advice on reli- 
gious contributions. Tithing 10 per- 
cent is a given, but how do you 
handle the special requests? Our 
revival is coming near with guest 
speakers each night. I’ve heard of 
some speakers requesting $200- 
plus from each person. If you have 
the money but know it would seri- 
ously affect your budget, should 
you still “give until it hurts” or just 
give what you can spare? 

If you believe in tithing then 
that’s what you should do. But I 
don’t believe you should give until 
it hurts. When it conies to other giv- 
ing, you should budget for that and 
when it’s gone, it’s gone. A request 
like that from the speakers is just 
that — a “request” — and shouldn’t 
be taken as a demand or a require- 
ment if you don’t have the money. 

Because of my husband’s age (51), 
we are maxing out his 401 (k) for 
his retirement and saving for our 
child’s college education with a 
Roth IRA rather than a 529 plan. Is 
this a sound plan? 

Sounds like a good plan to me. 
But do the math about retirement. 
First figure out how much both of 
you need to retire. If you’re way off 
that target, you may have to cut back 
on that college fund. 

I think parents should help 
their kids go to college — if they 
can afford to do so. But you can’t do 
both if it will hurt your retirement 
funding. Remember, your kid can 
borrow to go to college. You can’t 
borrow to fund your retirement. 

I work for a very small organiza- 
tion that has no 401 (k) or 403(b). 
Any money I save for retirement is 
going into a Roth IRA or a tradition- 
al IRA (opened when I rolled over 
401 (k) money from a previous job). 
What is the maximum I can con- 
tribute to each? 

The maximum annual depos- 
it is $3,000 (or $3,500 if you are 
over 50) in 2003. The most you can 
contribute in 2004 to a tradition- 
al individual retirement account is 
$3,000 of earned income.

TV Network Woos 
Black Audiences 


D.C.-based TV One 
offers cable viewers 
more program choices 

LANHAM, MD. I There may be hun- 
dreds of channels on cable televi- 
sion, but Johnathan Rodgers says 
there’s still something missing for 
black viewers. 

“If you want to see a makeover 
show where your hair and skin 
happens to be a different texture 
or color, what do you watch? If you 
want to see a horror movie where 
the first person killed isn’t black, 
where do you go?” Rodgers asks. 

The answer, he hopes, is the 
upstart TV One network, which 
debuted Monday in several metro 
markets across the country. 

With a mixture of lifestyle shows, 
documentaries and reruns of old sit- 


coms and dramas, TV One hopes 
to woo an audience that Rodgers 
says is starved for black- oriented 
programming. 

TV One and its corporate back- 
ers, Comcast Corp. and urban radio 
company Radio One, are taking on 
the dominant and largely unchal- 
lenged leader of the urban television 
market — Viacom’s BET. 

The product of a deal forged last 
year between Comcast and Radio 
One, TV One launches with a com- 
mitment from both companies and 
other investors for $130 million over 
the next four years. 

It is available to 2.2 million 
cable subscribers in markets such 
as Washington-Baltimore, Detroit 
and Atlanta, with Oakland, Calif, 
Philadelphia and Chicago follow- 
ing suit in the next few months.

Nonprofits Raising More, Doing More 


B A LT I M 0 R E I Even with a troubled 
economy and federal budget cuts, 
the majority of nonprofit organi- 
zations in a new survey said they 
boosted revenue and added ser- 
vices — though costs within the 
agencies went up. 

About 86 percent of the 236 
agencies surveyed said they worried 
about finances on some level, but 
64 percent of the group increased 
revenue by increasing marketing, 
pursuing government funding or 


cutting costs — with 72 percent 
postponing new hires, eliminat- 
ing vacancies or increasing reli- 
ance on part-time staff. 

“It’s a story of extraordinary resil- 
ience, coping and entrepreneurial 
thinking,” said Lester Salamon, direc- 
tor of Johns Hopkins Center for Civil 
Society Studies, who conducted the 
survey. “But it is a troubling discov- 
ery because it suggests ... non-prof- 
its [are forced] to act like for-profit

Women spend more on gadgets than men 


ELECTRONICS I The sea of big- 
screen TVs at the electronics store 
may still be tuned to football games 
and NASCAR races, but smart mar- 
keters are learning that testoster- 
one doesn’t necessarily control the 
purse strings. 

Women actually spent more 
on technology last year than 
men, according to the Consumer 
Electronics Association. It says 
women accounted for $55 billion 
of the $96 billion spent on elec- 
tronics gear. 

But electronics stores have been 
slow to catch on. Nearly three- 
quarters of women surveyed by 
the industry group complained 
about being ignored, patronized 
or offended by sales people when 
shopping for electronics. 

Forty percent of the women 
said they were treated better when 
accompanied by a man. And more 
than half said advertisements 
for electronics were confusing — 
though half the men surveyed felt 
the same way. 

“Some of them talk to your hus- 
band even though you’re standing 
right there, too,” said Brenda Myers, 
who bought a plasma TV at Tri- City 
Electronics in Conover, N.C.

A meager 1 percent of women 
surveyed thought manufacturers 
had them in mind when creating 
products, according to the report, 
released at last week’s Consumer 
Electronics Show.

E-mail Law 

E-MAIL I Only 10 percent of junk e- 
mails comply with a new federal 
anti- spam law, according to two 
days’ worth of messages analyzed 
by Audiotrieve LLC, a spam filtering 
vendor. The law, which took effect 
Jan. 1, does not prohibit unsolic- 
ited commercial e-mail as long as 
senders follow a set of rules, such as 
using a correct subject line. 

Only 102 of the messages met 
all the law’s requirements. Of the 
remaining 898 messages, two- 
thirds had no unsubscribe link, 
and none had physical addresses.

Turnabout Is Fair Play for Carolina 


Coach Fox resurrects once-dormant franchise 


PRO FOOTBALL I His house and 
lawn were covered in toilet paper 
and congratulatory banners when 
Carolina coach John Fox returned 
home from the NFC championship 
game early Monday morning. 

The drive home from the stadi- 
um took longer than usual because 
of the extra time it took to push 
through the thousands of fans who 
turned out to greet the Panthers fol- 
lowing their 14-3 victory over the 


Philadelphia Eagles. 

Two years after the lowest point in 
Carolinahistory Fox and the Panthers 
are headed to the Super Bowl for the 
first time in franchise history. 

A young franchise that had 
long been troubled by off-field 
problems, Carolina hit bottom on 
Jan. 6, 2002. The New England 
Patriots came to town for the reg- 
ular season finale and humiliated 
the Panthers 38-6. 


The game capped Carolina’s 1-15 
season and was played in front of a 
half- empty stadium. Of the fran- 
chise-low 21,070 in attendance, over 
half were New England fans. 

After that game. Panthers owner 
Jerry Richardson went after a high- 
energy coach full of enthusiasm. He 
found it in Fox, who immediately set 
out to turn around the franchise. 

In two seasons, he’s done it, and 
Carolina’s opponent in the Super 
Bowl is none other than the Patriots.

The Idolmaker 


The Svengali behind 
the pop stars formerly 
known as nobodies 

PERSONALITY I Simon Fuller is no 
professional singer; he neither danc- 
es nor plays an instrument. Yet he’s 
collecting a fortune at the top of the 
pop charts. 

As creator of the “American 
Idol” franchise, Fuller manages 
every aspect of the careers of Clay 
Aiken, Ruben Studdard, Kelly 
Clarkson and all other instant 
“Idol” celebrities. 

He earns far more than the typical 
15 to 20 percent that most managers 
keep from their clients’ gross earn- 
ings — about $44 million in 2002 
and $60 million in 2003, according 
to the Sunday Times of London. 

As the “American Idol” phenom- 
enon begins its third season this 
week on Fox, Fuller’s franchise is 
raising questions about exploita- 
tion and the price of fame. 

Fuller says that as the prima- 
ry imaginative force behind these 
artists, the one who can transform 
Clarkson from Texas waitress to pop 
diva, he deserves a larger percent- 
age of their earnings. 

“If you think of Andrew Lloyd 
Webber, if he creates ‘Phantom of 
the Opera,’ he owns it. He hires 
Michael Crawford to take the 
lead. Crawford doesn’t get a cut of 
‘Phantom of the Opera,’ and no one

questions that,” Fuller said. 

The 43 -year-old British music 
mogul started the “Idol” concept 
in Britain, where it was called 
“Pop Idol,” and then transformed 
the franchise into a worldwide phe- 
nomenon. 

Fuller’s management company, 19 
Entertainment, oversees the record- 
ing deals for “American Idol” stars, 
as well as merchandising, touring, 
sponsorship and movie deals. 

The contestants’ contracts are 
aggressive, requiring “Idol” win- 
ners to participate in “World Idol” 
for only $1,400 and stating that per- 
formers must agree that the show 
“may reveal and/or relate informa- 
tion about me of a personal, pri- 
vate, intimate, surprising, defam- 
atory, disparaging, embarrassing 
or unfavorable nature, that maybe 
factual and/or fictional.” 

Fuller also required Clarkson 
and “Idol” runner-up Justin 
Guarini to make the movie flop 
“From Justin to Kelly.” (That film, 
like 1997’s “Spice World,” was writ- 
ten by Fuller’s brother Kim.) 

“American Idol” 2003 winner 
Ruben Studdard told Associated 
Press that he had no complaints 
with Fuller; but in a later interview 
with Rolling Stone, Studdard won- 
dered if the show had taken advan- 
tage of the contestants. 

“Without the show, we wouldn’t 
be recording artists,” he said. “But 
we did a lot of commercials, dawg. 
... We were exploited but not exploit- 
ed. It just taught us a lot about the 
business. ‘American Idol’ is what 
we like to call a crash course on the 
entertainment industry.” anthony

OBSTETRICS I Despite advances in 
the field of obstetrics, the num- 
ber of stillbirths remains stub- 
bornly high. Each year, more than 
26,000 American women experi- 
ence a stillbirth — amounting to 
about 1 in 200 pregnancies. 

Stillbirth occurs when the fetus 
dies after 20 weeks of pregnancy. In 
more than half the cases, the cause 
is unknown. Before doctors, and 
women, can take steps to prevent 
stillbirths, however, they must first 
understand the phenomenon. 

To that end, the National 
Institutes of Health has launched 
a five-year, nationwide study to 
gather knowledge on stillbirths. 

The numbers maybe even high-

er than experts believe. Criteria for 
reporting the deaths vary from state 
to state, and hospitals may not be 
required to issue fetal death cer- 


tificates, says Dr. Catherine Spong, 
chief of the pregnancy and peri- 
natology branch of the National 
Institute of Child Health and 
Human Development. 

To better document what hap- 
pens in such cases, the $3 -million 
study will enlist the services of a 
variety of health professionals, 
from scientists to grief counsel- 
ors. Doctors hope to thoroughly 
review at least 500 cases. 

Study investigators also hope 
to produce guidelines for report- 
ing and investigating the deaths. 
Parents often are desperate for 
answers, and learning why the fetus 
died can help them accept the loss,

Autism 
Drug Fails 
Latest Trial 

AUTISM I Parents of children with 
autism received disheartening news 
last week with the report that the 
hormone secretin, an alternative 
treatment for the disorder, did not 
significantly improve children’s 
symptoms in a clinical trial. 

The study results, released 
Monday by the Massachusetts- 
based pharmaceutical company 
Repligen Corp., are the latest disap- 
pointments surrounding the contro- 
versial and expensive therapy. Some 
parents have credited injections of 


the gut hormone (it’s produced in 
the small intestine) with marked 
improvements in their children’s 
behavior; some have driven them- 
selves into debt to ensure a steady 
supply, seeking the drug overseas 
when U.S. supplies dried up. 

But a string of studies has failed 
to confirm such anecdotal successes 
in carefully controlled trials, and 
last week’s study was the largest 
and most definitive yet. 

‘’There are no surprises here,” 
said Dr. Adrian Sandler of Mission 
Children’s Hospital in Asheville, 
N.C., coauthor of an earlier trial 
showing no effects on autism of 
a single secretin injection. ‘’The 
results . . . show in my view that 
there really is no role for secretin 
in the treatment of autism,” he said.

ELIZABETH RICHARDSON, manager of 
programming attheSundance Film 
Festival, was online Friday to discuss 
this year’s showcase of films. 


Do you have a set of criteria that you 
look for when making film selec- 
tions? How do you maintain your 
focus after hours of viewing? 

We strive for balance in the pro- 
gram, aiming to include a diverse 
mix of subject matter, filmmakers 
with various backgrounds, films 
with high budgets and low budgets. 
As for the long hours of viewing, 
personally, I find that I can main- 
tain viewing focus for hours, and 
then actually have trouble snap- 
ping out of it! 

Sundance these days has a reputa- 
tion for producing either relatively 
large-budget films with alternative 
themes or smaller films with recog- 
nizable Hollywood names in them. 

Do you have any truly independent 
films this year? Any digital entries? 
Films made for less than $10,000? 

We do show high profile films 
in our Premiere program, often 
with well-known actors and large 
budgets. However, if you look over 
the festival lineup, you’ll see that 
we screen a wide range of films 
in the other programs. For exam- 
ple, “Primer,” a brilliant, complex 
thriller, was made, in the first-time 
director’s words, for “the price of 
a used car” (about $5,000). This 
year we’re screening 51 films by 
first-time filmmakers, and 97 
digital films. 

How many Sundance films end up in 
general release? 

This year, most of the films in 
our competition don’t yet have dis- 
tribution. About 30 percent of the 
films shown here end up out in the 
world in theatrical release. Doesn’t 
sound like much, but a large part 
of our festival is made up of experi- 
mental films, shorts, and challeng- 
ing or controversial material, and is 
thus, unfortunately, not considered 
“commercial.”
